“It’s part of my competitive nature,” he said. “Most athletes hate to lose.” 


On the mound, the lefthander doesn’t back down from the opposing 
hitter. He often plays teammates in chess, cards, and other games with 
the same approach. 


“Whether it’s pool or chess, | like to keep myself in the competitive 
mode,” Lee said. “It’s part of my nature. Most athletes have a 
competitive nature. That’s why they’re good. Whatever you’re 
doing, you think you’re going to win. That’s part of it.” 


Lee has been a solid presence in the Indians’ rotation this season. 
He was 5-0 in the first two months and went into the All-Star 
break with a 9-1 record. Even better, eight of those wins 

came after a Tribe loss. 


The reasons for Lee’s success are many. He spots his fastball, 
which hits the low-gos, while mixing in his slider and a curveball. 
Lee also takes a confident approach to the mound. 


“He has a strong focus when he’s out there pitching,” said Indians 
manager Eric Wedge. “He’s a very strong competitor as well. “ 


Even though this is his first full season in the Majors, 
the 25-year-old Lee pitches like a veteran. 


“He doesn’t wear his emotions on his sleeve,” said Indians 
assistant general manager Chris Antonetti. “Cliff is able to 
step away and keep his composure. Sometimes with younger 
pitchers the game speeds up on them, but that doesn’t 
happen with Cliff. He’s confident in his ability to get 

big league hitters out.” 


“You’ve got to have confidence in yourself,” said Lee. 
“You can’t succeed when you’re doubting yourself.” 


“He’s very poised,” said Antonetti. “He’s able to get 
himself out of jams. He can bear down with men on base.” 


While Lee doesn’t have an overpowering fastball 
like teammate C.C. Sabathia, he shouldn’t be 
looked at as a junkballer. 


“Make no mistake, he has good stuff,” said Wedge. 
“| love the way he uses his fastball. He moves it up 
and down and in and out. His secondary stuff 

has improved as well and he also throws his 

big breaking ball.” 


When Lee is on his game, hitters don’t get very good 
swings against him. 
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“I've learned you have to throw strikes,” 
said Lee. “You can’t keep things the 
same. You have to mix your pitches and 
throw them all for strikes in different 
counts. I’ve been throwing the same 
pitches since | was drafted. I’ve improved 
my slider and turned it into a little bit of 
a cutter to make it more effective.” 


“| was drafted by the Expos and | 
thought I'd make the big leagues with 
them.” 


Lee heard rumors that the Expos were 
talking with the Indians about 
making a trade, but had been told he 
wasn’t involved in the talks. 


Even more surprising was the fact 
Harrisburg was playing at Akron, the 
Indians’ Double-A affiliate, when the 
deal was announced.

Lee was acquired from Montreal on 
June 27, 2002 in the trade that sent 
Bartolo Colon to the Expos. The Indians 
also got infielder Brandon Phillips and 
outfielder Grady Sizemore in the deal. 
At the time of the trade, the Indians 
thought Lee had the potential to be a 
solid Major League starting pitcher, 
and the results have only reinforced 
that opinion.

At the time, Lee wasn’t sure if the 
trade would quicken his path to the 
big leagues or not. 


Lee was considered to be one of the top 
pitching prospects in baseball when the 
Indians picked him up. Pitching at Class 
AA Harrisburg at the time of the deal, he 
was 7-2 with a 3.32 ERA and was named 
to the Eastern League All-Star team. 


“With the Expos, there was one 
lefthander ahead of me at Triple-A,” 
Lee said. “With the Indians, they had 
five lefties at Double-A. | thought the 
Expos had a lot of talent, but they had 
a lot more talent here than the Expos.” 


Being traded for a pitcher of Colon’s 
stature meant a lot to Lee. 
The trade caught Lee off-guard. 


“It was a definite surprise,” he said. 


Lee split the rest of the season between 
Akron, Class AAA Buffalo and the 
Indians. He was 2-1 with a 5.40 ERA in 
three starts for the Aeros and 3-2 with a 
3.77. ERA in eight starts for Buffalo, 
where Wedge, the Bisons manager at 
the time, got a good look at him.
